The devotee of pleasure, though his rule of life might 
not be expressed in the word and manner of the Romans who 
said: “Eat, drink and be merry, for tomorrow you may die”, 
but leads a life that fulfills the pagan scheme of exist- 
ence. To him, the sacrifice of the nun or the brother or the 
priest appears foolish in the extreme. As a matter of fact, 
the daily life of the Catholic, with the sacrifices it entails, 
appears uncalled for to the unmortified. Our days of fast and 
abstinence, our season of penance and prayer during Lent, the 
Advent season, preparing our minds for the anniversary of 
the Saviour’s birth, our holydays of obligation, bringing with 
them the necessity of attending early Mass for thousands of 
toilers, our obligation to assist at the Holy Sacrifice on the 
Lord’s Day when others are sleeping or on pleasure bent, all 
these, and the many sacrifices Catholics are called upon to 
make, appear useless and silly to many of their companions.
